enter the war," he continued. "C-lreece is at peace with her neigh- 
bors and wishes to remain so. There M ill be no change in her I'ore- 
ign policy.'-'

AMSTERDAM, MARCH 12.—The German government regards 


the sinking of the American ship William P. Frye by the Prinz Eitel 
Friedrich as entirely unwarrantedable, according to dispatches from 
Berlin.
